4. Applicant's election of claims 1-13 in the reply filed 
on 07/19/2004 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not 
distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors 
in the restriction requirement, the election has been 
treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 
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5. Claims 1-13 directed to an allowable product. 
Pursuant to the procedures set forth in the Official 
Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1184 O.G. 86) , claims 
14-26, directed to the process of making or using the 
patentable product, previously withdrawn from consideration 
as a result of a restriction requirement, are now subject 
to being rejoined.

The 
present claims differ from the prior art in that the prior 
art claims a cocatalsyt compound comprising a cation that 
comprises a f luoroaryl -ligand substituted secondary amine 
or phosphine. The IDS's are replete with teaches of 
cationic ammonium and phosphonium species combine with 
borate anionic species; however none of the IDS's 
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references teach a cationic species that comprises a 

f luoroaryl-ligand substituted secondary amine or phosphine.
